Certain painting s are called m in­ 
iatures because they w ere painted 
with m inium , w'hieh is either na­ 
tive cinnabar or red lead.

On this occasion I shall discuss one of the less 
com m on form s of heart disease. I have recently 
discussed moat of the comm on ones, such as cor­ 
onary throm bosis, ang ina pectoris, cong enital heart 
discase and rheum atic heart disease. 
Tho subject today, therefore, is a disorder known 
as subacute bacterial endocarditis. 
It is a disorder in which the blood stream and 
valves of the heart are invaded by g erm s of the 
streptococcus fam ily. These g erm s produce g rowths 
or veg etations on the heart valves which m ay break 
off and be carried by the blood to other parts of the 
body. 
It w as form erly alm ost alw ays a fatal disease, 
but now an extrem ely high percentag e of those who 
g et it can be su ccessfu lly treated. 
As a rule, subacute bacterial endocarditis beg ins 
g radually. The patient m ay first show sig ns of easy 
tiring, there is loss of energ y, and lack of pep. 
Later on there are likely to be chilly sensations, 
sw eating and fever. 
Som etim es m uscle or joint pains and headache 
are present. T hese sym ptom s m ay appear alone or 
in various com binations. 
A g radual loss of w eig ht accom panied by loss of 
appetite and nausea often appear early. The vic­ 
tim s are frequently pale, with the skin often show ­ 
ing a slig htly yellow ting e. As the disease prog ress­ 
es, other sym ptom s and com plications appear.

When 
first tried the sulfa drug s and penicillin often failed. 
Now', how ever, m ost patients who develop sub­ 
acute bacterial endocarditis (provided ^hat the dis­ 
ease is diag nosed early) recover if they are g iven 
larg e enough doses of antibiotics, som etim es in com ­ 
b in atio n -o v er a long period of tim e. 
There are still som e problem s: the streptococci 
causing the infection are not all alike; that it, there 
are different strains. Som e of these strains are 
m ore sensitive to the action of antibiotics than oth­ 
ers; those which are resistant are much harder to 
elim inate from the body. 
Furtherm ore, if the patient is treated at first 
with too sm all am ounts of antibiotics the strain of 
streptococcus causing that particular infection m ay 
becom e resistant to the preparation and therefore 
less likely to respond to treatm ent. 
Therefore, the antibotic or antibiotics are chosen 
after they have been tested ag ainst the particular 
strain of streptococcus present. 
It is a g reat triumph that a terrible disease like 
subacute bacterial endocarditis, about which for­ 
m erly physicians w ere so helpless, now can be cur­ 
ed in m ost instances. The rem aining difficulties are 
being g radually m astered. 
But it is vitally Important that diag nosis (which 
is not alw ay* easy) should be m ade early, since 
the outcom e is g reatly affected by the tim e at which 


treatm ent is started.
